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‘Daink’ costs more 

The cost of a drunk driving convic¬ 
tion is going to get even higher begin¬ 
ning Jan. 1. 

Persons convicted to driving under 
the influence of alcohol or other 
impairing substances already pay more 
than $1500, on average, for the exper¬ 
ience, according to California High¬ 
way Patrol Commissioner James E. 
Smith. After the new year any DU I 
offender who causes an accident will 
also have to reimburse the CHP up to 
$1000 for its costs in responding to the 
scene. 

“The decision to make a motorist 
pay the costs of dealing with his or her 
drunk driving is another example of 
how public attitudes find their way into 
the books,” Smith observed. 

“People are fed up with drinking 
drivers,” he said. “We’re fed up with 
having to look out for them when we’re 
driving, and we’re fed up with 
having to pay for cleaning up their 
messes. 

“After the beginning of the year, 
if they cause an accident, it’s their turn 
to pay the piper.” 

Smith pointed out that the High¬ 
way Patrol averages about 145,000 DU I 
arrests a year. About 10 percent of those 
arrested — some 14,500 drivers — are 
the cause of traffic accidents. 

“These 14,500 are the ones from 
who we will seek to recover costs,” he 
said. 

Under the cost recovery program, 
a DUI offender can be billed up to 
$1000. The maximum amount was in¬ 
creased from $500 by a 1987 revision to 
the original legislation because the 
lower ceiling prevented adequate reim¬ 
bursement of all affected agencies. 

Under the law a driver may be billed 
for the salaries of all those who pro¬ 
vided police, firefighting, rescue and 
emergency medical services. Offenders 
will also be charged the costs of investi¬ 
gations, vehicle storage, field sobriety 
testing, transportation, booking, chem¬ 
ical testing and traffic control. 

The statute explicity blocks the use 
of funds from insurance companies to 
pay these charges.

Recently, Chamber President Cecilia Lar¬ 
son and I attended a meeting of the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley City Managers Association. The 
Association had extended a special invitation 
to Valley Chamber and downtown association 
managers because the program topic was, 
.“Making Business Improvement Districts 
^*Work.” 

Our neighbor to the East, West Covina, 
has created a dynamic and apparently effective 
partnership between local government and the 
business community. They have developed 


regular communication linkage, conducted an¬ 
nual joint economic development planning, 
initiated progress check and review systems, 
and clearly identified their mutal roles. 

Of key importance is the fact they have 
funded their community economic develop¬ 
ment effort with sufficient funds to provide an 
opportunity for success. Their business improve¬ 
ment district (BID) raises about $3(X),000 an¬ 
nually. 

According to Fred Burkhardt, West Covina 
Chamber executive vice president, one testa¬ 
ment to their success is the 1982, 52 percent 
office vacancy rate has been reduced to 16.2 
percent in 1988. 

For me, his most interesting point concern¬ 
ing the West Covina process was that, “The 
success of West Covina’s tax assessment district 
has been dependent upon professional, capable 
people working together without concern for 
who gets the credit.”

The sun is good 
and we need its light 
and warmth, but if we are 
not careful, it can be¬ 
come destructive. The 
same is true of the will 
of God. This may seem 
strange, but the will of 
God can destroy. If we 
confront the law of God 
and do not measure up 
in our behavior, there is 
a curese on our dis¬ 
obedience. In the 
flesh we do not have 
the desire or the power 
to obey God’s will. 


When we are confronted 
with the will of God 
without ‘he Grace of 
God, it becomes a 
ministry of death. 

In our text, Paul draws 
a contrast between 
the Old Covenant and 
the New. Old was glo¬ 
rious in that it told us 
what God wanted us to 
do but without being 
able to empower us to do 
it. Thus it was good as 
far as it went, but it 
did not go so far as to 
enable us to do God’s 
will. You see, it is not 
enough just to know 
God’s will. We must 
know it and do it. The 
New Covenant re¬ 
places the Old because 
it contains not only the 
will of God, but also 
the power to obey it. 
That’s why we say that 
the New Covenant is 
much better than the 
Old. The New Covenant 
actually transforms us 
into the image of God 
as we trust in God’s 
grace. It is the 
grace of God which works 
within us both to will 
and to do of His good 
pleasure.

tions, a couple of law 
suits, their contractors 
bond was cancelled and 
their license was sus¬ 
pended on Sept. 30, 1988. 
All of this occuring af¬ 
ter I signed with them 
and all of this occuring 
of course with no noliti- 
cation from the company 
to any of their clients 
that there was any prob¬ 
lem, or that they no 
longer hold a valid li¬ 
cense. Yet they con¬ 
tinue to work and sign 
new business here in 
Sierra Madre. 

1 have requested a cer¬ 
tificate of proof of in¬ 
surance from them and 
still have received no¬ 
thing. 1 truthfully don’t 


think they even have 
insurance for me to 
place a claim against 
for the water damage 
1 suffered due to their 
negligence. And 1 still ■ 
am no closer to a com¬ 
pleted addition now than 
1 was three weeks ago. 

1 have driven around 
town and have seen their 
signs on many homes 
and 1 know I’m not the 
only outraged client. 1 
have seen your many un¬ 
completed jobs and 1 urge 
homeowners to lodge 
their complaints. And 
again, 1 warn all those 
thinking of using this lo¬ 
cal construction com¬ 
pany not to. 1 only wish 
someone had warned 
me!

Percell continues 
to fight extradition 

Continued from I Page 1 

Immediately after surrendering in Vermont, 
Percell decided to fight extradiction to California 
where he will face charges for the murder of his 
parents. 

After he surrendered, Aguilar and Investigator 
Randy Hunicutt, both representing the L.A. 
County Sheriffs Homicide Department, flew to Ver¬ 
mont to identify Percell who had given Vermont 
police officers his driver’s license when he turned 
himself in. Both the Vermont officers and Calfifornia 
representatives identified Percell. 

There is still no information about Percell’s 
location and activities from the time he was last 
seen in Sierra Madre when Sierra Madre Police Offi¬ 
cer Lance Long checked the Percell home the day 
before the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Percell were 
discovered. Long spoke briefly with Percell. The 
local police went to the Percell home after receiving 
calls from Mr. Percell’s employer that he had not 
shown up for work. 

Sgt. Larry Lutzow and Officer Rosie Sunder¬ 
land were the local officers who found the bodies 
Nov. 16. 

Funeral services were held at the Sierra Madre 
Congregational Church for the Percells.

In 1914 they performed in the Rose Parade 
while riding on a float of their own construc¬ 
tion. They were part of the core group that played 
at the 1932 Olympics and were invited to perform 
in Germany for the 1936 Olympics. 

Their activities have been as diverse as school 
games, rallies, musical shows or at the Texas 
Cotton Bowl or for a San Diego game of the 
San Diego Chargers and Oakland Raiders. 

When Pasadena Junior College was established 
on the PHS campus in 1923, this band then formed 
the nucleus for the Junior College band. Then in 
1953 when the campuses were separated, the Junior 
College band became the “Lancers” and PHS 
retained the “Bulldog” name and mascot. 

Today, the school district provides very little 
money for this musical activity. However, they owe 
their survival to a booster group of parents 
known as the PHS Instrument Music Club. Through 
their efforts and guidance the money is raised 
each year for the band, orchestra, drill team and the 
flags and pageantry corps.
